"Sylvia,"  a  comedy  by  A.  R.  Gurney  will  open  at  the 
Marion  Art  Center  on  June  18  at  8:00  pm.  The  play  is 
described  as  a  modern  romantic  comedy  about  a  marriage 
and  a  dog.  The  New  York  Times  stated,  "Dramatic  literature 
is  stuffed  with  memorable  love  scenes,  but  none  is  as 
immediately  delicious  and  dizzy  as  the  one  that  begins 
the  redeeming  affair  in  A.  R.  Gurney's  new  comedy."  The 
New  York  Daily  News  critic  called  it  "one  of  the  most 
involving,  beautiful,  funny,  touching,  and  profound  plays 
I  have  ever  seen." 

The  plot  revolves  around  Greg  (played  by  Ted  Babbitt 
III)  and  Kate  (played  by  Anne  Schenck),  a  couple  who 
have  been  married  for  22  years.  The  kids  are  gone,  Greg's 
career  is  winding  down,  Kate's  career  is  beginning  to  take 
off  after  all  those  years  of  raising  children.  Then  Greg 
brings  home  a  dog  (played  by  Marcia  Pereira)  he  found  in 
the  park  —  a  lab /poodle  mix  of  street-smart  energy  with 
the  name  tag  "Sylvia."  She  offers  Greg  an  escape  from  the 
frustrations  of  job  and  the  unknowns  of  middle  age.  She 
becomes  a  rival  to  Kate.  Sylvia  thinks  Kate  simply  doesn't 
understand  the  relationship  between  man  and  dog. 

Director  Paul  Sardinha  definitely  does  understand 
this  classic  relationship  and  uses  his  professional 
knowledge  of  theater  and  of  dogs  (through  his  day  job  as 
a  technician  at  New  England  Animal  Hospital)  to  coach 
the  actors  in  this  endearing  piece.  There  are  three  amusing 
characters  in  supporting  roles  played  by  Jim  Carr,  Linda 
Monchik,  and  Mimi  Allen.  Without  revealing  too  much  of 
the  plot,  another  paper  simply  described  "Sylvia"  as 
"howlingly  funny!"

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on 
Tuesday,  June  16  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Albert  E.  Winters.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer,  Selectman  Jonathan  "Jody"  Dickerson,  Executive

Secretary  Ray  Pickles,  and  Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  signing  warrants  #51,  #50A,  #5198,  #50B,  #51982,  and  #51981,  the  boar  d 
unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  June  2  meeting  (with  Selectman 
Dickerson  abstaining),  and  approved  a  request  for  a  Common  Victualler's  license 
for  Village  Bakery  on  Front  Street  (again,  with  Selectman  Dickerson  abstaining). 

The  board  also  approved  a  request  for  a  wine/malt  beverage  license  for  the 
Marion  Art  Center  for  June  18  to  20,  and  June  25  to  27  for  an  upcoming  stage 
performance,  and  also  approved  an  alcoholic  beverage  license  request  for  the 
Sippican  Tennis  Club  for  several  dates  throughout  the  summer. 

At  7:05  pm  the  board  met  with  Wayne  Mattson,  the  first  of  two  potential 
candidates  for  a  seat  on  the  Conservation  Commission  (ConCom).  The  board  noted 
that  a  scheduled  interview  with  the  other  candidate,  Jan  Mendes,  had  been 
rescheduled  for  June  30. 

Mr.  Mattson  said  he  has  been  a  resident  of  Marion  for  the  past  23  years  or  so, 
and  he  was  hoping  to  take  a  more  active  role  in  town  government  by  offering  to 
serve  on  the  ConCom.  Mr.  Mattson  said  he  had  no  qualms  about  ruling  against  his 
fellow  residents  and  neighbors  if  need  be,  and  that  the  ConCom's  purpose  was  to 
interpret  state  law  at  the  local  level.  The  board  thanked  Mr.  Mattson  for  coming 
forward  and  said  they  would  contact  him  either  way  after  they  had  a  chance  to 
interview  Ms.  Mendes. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  John  and  Susan  Sares,  the  proprietors  of  the 
newly-reopened  Sippican  Hardware  store  at  Route  6  and  Spring  Street.  Chairman 
Winters  said  he  wanted  to  have  a  chance  to  meet  the  couple  and  give  them  an 
opportunity  to  introduce  themselves  to  the  town.  Mr.  Sares  said  he  and  his  wife 
decided  to  put  their  efforts  into  the  local  venture  when  they  learned  there  was

"something  missing." 

"We're  trying  to  bring  the  'mom  and  pop'  style  store  back  to  the  area,"  Mr.  Sares 
said.  "We're  hoping  to  maintain  the  image  that  the  town  has  worked  to  preserve ... 
maintain  the  local  charm.  We've  been  very  warmly  received  by  the  community." 
Chairman  Winters  said  he  welcomed  the  couple  to  Marion  and  wished  them  luck 
and  success  in  their  new  business. 

At  7:25  pm  the  board  met  with  Deborah  Carr  Clark  who  wished  to  appeal  the 
cancellation  of  her  mooring  (#629)  in  Marion's  inner  harbor.  Ms.  Clark  said  that  the 
mooring  had  been  passed  down  from  her  father,  who  had  maintained  a  boat  on  it 
until  last  year  when  she  took  over.  But  she  never  received  the  initial  bill  or  the 
second  notice  which  the  town  mailed  out. 

"I  understand  you  sent  out  two  notices,  but  I  did  not  receive  either  one  of  them," 
Ms.  Clark  said.  "If  I  did,  I  would  have  paid  them  by  the  due  date." 

Ms.  Clark  said  she  has  been  having  problems  in  receiving  mail  at  her  home,  and 
she  did  not  get  either  notice  from  the  town. 

Mr.  Pickles  said  that  Marion  mailed  out  the  initial  mooring  bills  on  April  5,  and 
sent  out  a  second  notice  on  May  15  which  had  to  be  paid  by  May  30  to  avoid 
cancellation.  "None  of  the  envelopes  we  sent  out  (this  year)  were  returned  due  to 
incorrect  address,"  he  said. 

The  board  reluctantly  denied  Ms.  Clark's  request  to  have  her  mooring  reinstated. 
"The  problem  is  we  can't  choose  who  to  believe,"  Chairman  Winters  said.  "We  can't 
go  beyond  the  fact  that  (t]ie  bill)  wasn't  paid." 

"We  realize  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  a  mooring  in  Sippican  Harbor,"  Selectman 
Schaefer  added.  "That's  why  we  put  the  mooring  regulations  in  place." 

At  7:30  pm  Elizabeth  Wohler-Berry  came  before  the  board  to  also  appeal  the 
cancellation  of  her  mooring  (#560).  Ms.  Wohler-Berry  also  said  she  had  problems 
with  mail  getting  to  her  house,  and  she  never  received  either  mailing  from  Marion. 

"Every  bill  I  receive  gets  paid ...  I  honestly  didn't  receive  it,"  she  said.  "I've 
waited  12  years  to  get  a  mooring.  Had  1  known  when  to  expect  (the  bill),  I  would 
have  called  to  find  out." 

Selectman  Schaefer  noted  that  when  people  apply  for  a  mooring  in  Sippican 
Harbor,  they  are  given  a  copy  of  the  town's  mooring  regulations  which  clearly  state 
when  payment  is  due  and  approximately  when  bills  are  to  be  sent  out. 

"As  you  can  see,  moorings  are  very  valuable  commodities  in  town,"  Chairman 
Winters  said.  "Many  people  are  waiting  to  get  them ...  as  you  know,  you  waited  for 
12  years." 

With  that,  the  board  also  denied  Ms.  Wohler-Berry 's  request  to  maintain  her 
mooring. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the  board  received: 

•  Memo  from  Thompson  Consultants  of  Marion  clarifying  that  neither  Al 
Winters  or  Wayne  Martson  will  be  working  on  the  Sippican  School  Building  Project 
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for  TCI  and,  therefore,  can  serve  on  the  Sippican  School  Building  Committee.  The 
State  Ethics  Commission  also  submitted  a  letter  confirming  an  earlier  opinion  from 
Town  Counsel  that  they  may  serve  on  the  Building  Committee.  With  that,  the 
board  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  both  Mr.  Winters  and  Mr.  Mattson  to  the 
Sippican  School  Building  Committee,  with  Chairman  Winters  abstaining. 

•  Letter  from  Town  Counsel  Thomas  P.  Crotty  regarding  the  town's  recent 
moratorium  on  sewer  connections.  According  to  Mr.  Crotty,  he  believes  that  the 
courts  would  recognize  the  interest  in  public  health  in  allowing  the  town  an 
opportunity  to  prevent  overtaxing  the  sewer  system  by  placing  a  temporary 
moratorium  on  such  tie-ins. 

Mr.  Pickles  added  that  the  board  voted  to  place  a  moratorium  on  sewer 
connections  for  one  year  back  in  January.  But  since  they  haven't  yet  received 
funding  from  the  state  for  the  fourth  lagoon  at  the  Sewer  Treatment  Facility,  he 
suggested  extending  the  moratorium  for  even  longer.  The  board  unanimously 
voted  to  maintain  the  moratorium  on  sewer  connections  for  one  year  from  now, 
and  would  revisit  the  issue  at  that  time  to  see  if  it  could  be  lifted  without  further

burdening  the  sewer  system. 

•  Notice  from  Shellfish  Officer  Charles  Bradley  that  the  waters  in  Marion  have 
been  closed  to  all  shellfishing  until  further  notice  as  of  10:00  am  on  June  15  due  to  the 
recent  heavy  rain. 

•  Notice  that  Com/Electric  will  hold  a  Hurricane  Preparedness  Meeting  on 
Tuesday,  June  23  at  10:00  am  at  the  Marion  Police/Fire  Station.  The  board  must  also 
appoint  a  replacement  Emergency  Management  Director  by  July  1,  as  current  EMD 
Charles  Bradley  will  no  longer  maintain  that  position.  Mr.  Pickles  suggested 
considering  a  replacement  at  the  June  30  meeting. 

•  Memo  from  Helene  Craver  regarding  user  fees  for  town  facilities  and  property. 
Fees  had  been  previously  set  for  use  of  the  Music  Hall  and  Washburn  Park,  but  no 
fees  are  charged  for  use  of  Sippican  Field,  Town  Field,  Silvershell  Beach,  Bicentennial 
Park,  Island  Wharf,  the  Point  Road  Playground,  or  Holmes  Woods. 

But  Selectman  Schaefer  said  that  three  of  these  areas  —  Silvershell  Beach, 
Bicentennial  Park,  and  Island  Wharf  —  have  seen  increased  usage  which  often 
requires  additional  set-up  and  clean-up  work  from  the  town's  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW).  "It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  reasonable  to  charge  a  nominal  fee  for  use 
of  these  areas,"  she  said.  "We  should  at  least  cover  the  additional  expenses  of  the 
DPW." 

Selectman  Dickerson  agreed.  "These  areas  can  put  an  additional  strain  on  the 
DPW  and  even  the  Recreation  Department,"  he  said.  With  that,  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  assess  a  $50  residential  fee  and  $100  non-residential  fee  for  use 
of  Silvershell  Beach,  Bicentennial  Park,  and  Island  Wharf. 

•  Letter  from  Theresa  D.  Cederholm  offering  to  assist  with  Marion's  upcoming 
150th  anniversary  to  be  observed  in  the  year  2002.  Selectman  Schaefer  noted  that 
such  a  celebration  would  require  a  great  deal  of  work,  and  it's  not  too  early  to  start 
planning.  She  encouraged  any  other  residents  who  are  interested  in  assisting  to 
submit  their  names  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  "We  already  have  a  few  people ...  and 
the  list  is  growing,"  she  said. 

At  8:04  pm  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  go  into  Executive  Session  to  consider 
a  pending  Personnel  Matter  and  Legal  Issue.  They  would  thereafter  adjourn  for  the 
evening.  Due  to  the  board's  summer  schedule,  their  next  meeting  will  be  held  on 
Tuesday,  June  30  at  7:00  pm.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

June  15,  1998 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  June  15  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Richard  D.  Cutler.  Also  present  was 
Selectman  Naida  L.  Parker,  Executive  Secretary  Russell 
Dean,  and  Administrative  Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  unanimously  voting  to  approve  the  minutes 
of  the  June  8  meeting,  the  board  also  voted  to  appoint 
John  N.  DeCosta  and  Barry  J.  Denham  of  Mattapoisett  to 
the  Mattapoisett/'Rochester  Veteran's  Council. 

Under  the  Executive  Secretary's  report,  Mr.  Dean 
noted  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Police  Chief  Walter  Denham 
announcing  that  the  town  had  qualified  for  a  matching 
grant  of  $3,725  from  the  Plymouth  County  Police  Chief's 
Association  to  purchase  and  install  video  cameras  in 
police  cruisers.  This  50/50  award,  however,  hinged  on  the 
town's  approval  of  a  matching  $3,725  grant. 

But  the  board  and  Finance  Committee  (FinCom) 
Chairman  Pat  Ryan  had  some  questions  about  whether 
this  money  had  already  been  allocated  in  the  police 
department  budget  for  the  new  fiscal  year.  "Unless  I'm 
mistaken,  I  thought  that  wasn't  considered  favorable  at 
this  time,"  Ms.  Ryan  said.  "It  was  my  understanding  that 
there  wasn't  a  need  for  video  cameras  ...  and  I  don't  think 
it  was  budgeted  for  (fiscal  year  1999)."

Kopelman  and  Paige  met  with  the  board  and  several  town 
residents  in  attendance  to  discuss  some  recent  decisions 
rendered  by  his  firm  on  behalf  of  the  town.  According  to 
Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean,  the  purpose  of  this 
meeting  was  to  "discuss  and  give  an  overview  of  recent 
town  concerns  (over  legal  representation)  which  were 
raised  a  few  weeks  ago."  These  matters  included  the 
position  of  William  Chamberlain  as  both  elected  official 
(Selectman)  and  town  employee  (police  officer),  and  the 
funding  for  the  ORR  School  District  at  the  1997  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Mr.  Marder  said  that  he  agreed  to  meet  with 
officials  and  residents  this  evening  —  at  no  additional  cost 
to  the  town  —  to  discuss  these  matters.  Regarding  the  first 
issue  of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  positions,  Mr.  Marder  noted 
that  the  issue  was  first  raised  about  a  year  ago  when  Mr. 
Chamberlain  was  to  be  appointed  as  a  full-time  police 
officer. 

"Mr.  Chamberlain,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  requested  an  opinion  as  to  whether  he  could 
appoint  himself,"  Mr.  Marder  said.  "At  the  time  I  wrote

an  opinion  letter  based  on  my  reading  of  the  state  statute 
...  but  I  never  checked  with  the  State  Ethics  Commission. 
After  reading  the  law,  my  very  quick  and  legal  mind  told 
me  that  in  order  for  Mr.  Chamberlain  to  be  appointed  to 
the  police  department,  it  would  require  a  vote  of  Town 
Meeting." 

When  the  issue  was  raised  again  in  1998  at  Town 
Meeting,  Mr.  Marder  noted  that  the  voters  would  need  to 
re-ratify  the  appointment,  which  resulted  in  defeat.  At 
that  point,  it  was  his  understanding  that  Mr.  Chamberlain 
could  either  remain  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  with  the 
police  department,  but  he  could  not  maintain  both 
positions. 

"Based  on  my  erroneous  interpretation  of  the 
state  statute,  when  Town  Meeting  (voters)  turned  down 
the  appointment,  we  got  two  different  legal  opinions," 
Mr.  Marder  said.  "At  that  point  I  asked  one  of  my 
associates  to  check  with  the  State  Ethics  Commission  and 
they  pointed  out  that  the  (state  law)  specified 
'supervision' ...  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  really  doesn't 
directly  supervise  the  police  department.  We  changed  our 
opinion  based  on  a  re-evaluation  of  the  state  statute." 

Mr.  Marder  further  explained  that  with  such 
ambiguous  laws,  there  is  often  room  for  different  legal 
interpretations.  "We  have  to  base  our  opinions  on  the 
information  provided,"  he  said.  "If  the  law  is  clear,  you're 
never  going  to  get  a  wrong  opinion.  But  if  the  law  is 
ambiguous,  then  it's  open  to  interpretation." 

The  gray  area  in  this  case  was  the  definition  of

who  directly  "supervises"  the  police  officers.  In 
Rochester,  that  would  be  the  police  chief,  since  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  are  merely  the  appointing  authority  as  the 
town's  executive  agent.  But  they  don't  supervise  the  day- 
to-day  workings  of  the  department. 

"You  might  consider  the  Selectmen  are  'honorary 
police  commissioners'  in  the  Town  of  Rochester,  but  that's 
also  open  to  interpretation,"  he  said. 

Mr.  Marder  then  explained  that  after  consulting 
with  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  he  learned  they  didn't 
need  to  go  to  Town  Meeting  in  the  first  place  to  approve 
Mr.  Chamberlain's  appointment.  "That  was  our  mistake 
from  the  outset/'  he  said.  "I  feel  as  if  I've  lost  this  one, 
frankly,  and  I  regret  it.  But  we  can't  be  right  all  the  time." 

Having  been  retained  as  the  town's  legal  counsel 
for  the  past  five  or  six  years,  Mr.  Marder  added  that  his 
firm  has  had  a  pretty  good  track  record  despite  this  recent 
controversy.  "We've  only  received  one  letter  of  complaint 
in  all  that  time  saying  that  we  were  slow  in  responding," 
he  said. 

With  regards  to  the  funding  issue  for  the  ORR 
School  District  in  1997,  Mr.  Marder  said  he  reviewed  his 
notes  on  this  matter  and  he  stands  by  his  original  opinion. 
"The  law  states  that  unless  one  of  the  towns  in  the  district 
disapproves  of  borrowing  the  money,  they  can  proceed 
with  the  project,"  he  said.  "If  you've  got  60  days  to 
disapprove  a  capital  expenditure  and  you  don't,  then  in 
effect  you've  approved  the  project."

over  Town  Counsel's  recent  performance  led  to  this 
meeting,  said  she  was  more  concerned  about  the  seeming 
lack  of  preparation  which  went  into  Town  Meeting.  "If  the 
warrant  articles  are  sent  to  Town  Counsel  prior  to  Town 
Meeting,  then  these  matters  should  be  discussed 
beforehand,  not  on  the  Town  Meeting  floor,"  she  said.

Mr.  Belrose, 
who  was  formerly  involved  with  real  estate  dealings  but 
is  no  longer  in  the  business,  will  serve  to  fill  out  a  term 
which  expires  in  2001. 

Chairman  Cutler  also  noted  that  the  postponed 
Land  Auction  of  five  town-owned  parcels  is  proceeding  as 
planned  on  Saturday,  June  20  at  9:00  am  at  the  Town  Hall.

ATTACK  CAT 

My  one  year  old  cat  stalks  me  as  I  walk  around  the  house 
and  frequently  attacks  my  ankles.  He  doesn't  try  to  hurt  me 
but  how  can  I  get  him  to  stop  this  behavior? 
If  your  cat  is  an  exclusively  indoor  pet,  he  may  be  exhibiting  nor- 
mal huting  behavior.  Cats  are  natural  preditors  and  your  cat  is 
simply  acting  instinctively.  Make  a  toy  out  of  a  ball  ofalummum 
foil  on  a  string  tied  to  a  stick.  Try  to  get  the  cat  to  focus  on  hunt- 
ing something  other  than  your  ankles. 

I  have  dragged  a  string  on  the  floor  that  he  will  stalk,  but  it 
doesn't  seem  to  lessen  the  ankle  attacks.  Any  other  sugges- 
tions? 

First,  I'd  avoid  letting  your  cat  play  with  a  simple  piece  of  string. 
If  he  plays  with  string  when  you  are  not  present  and  swallows 
some,  it  may  require  intestinal  surgery  to  remove  it. 
If  your  cat  requires  more  play  time  than  you  can  provide,  consider 
adopting  a  kitten.  There  is  no  guarantee  that  they  will  get  along 
but  since  your  cat  is  still  young  he  will  probably  gladly  accept  a 
new  playmate.  Animal  Umbrella  in  Mattapoisett  and  Champs 
Shelter  in  Wareham  as  well  as  the  Animal  Rescue  League  in  New 
Bedford  have  many  kittens  available  for  adoption  at  this  time  of 
year.

EPA  Completes  Mattapoisett  Cleanup 

The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA) 
completed  its  cleanup  of  lead-contaminated  soil  at  the 
Ocean  Drive  Superfund  Site  in  Mattapoisett.  Lead 
poisoning  can  cause  learning  problems,  hearing  loss,  and 
behavioral  problems  in  young  children. 

The  EPA  workers  and  equipment  at  the  site  that 
you  may  have  seen  over  the  past  several  weeks  are  now 
gone.  The  cleanup  greatly  reduces  health  risks  posed  to 
the  residents  who  live  on  the  two  involved  properties  and 
to  residents  in  the  community  who  may  have  come  into 
contact  with  the  contamination.  The  two-year-old  boy 
who  lives  in  one  of  the  homes  where  lead-contaminated

soil  was  removed  shows  no  signs  of  lead  poisoning. 

In  the  fall  of  1997,  EPA  sampling  results  indicated 
levels  of  lead  in  the  soil  at  56  Ocean  Drive  ranging  from 
"non-detect"  to  36,000  parts  per  million  (ppm).  Samples 
collected  from  the  adjacent  property  indicated  the  lead 
contamination  was  confined  to  a  depth  of  one  foot  with 
levels  ranging  from  "non-detect"  to  7,260  ppm.  These 
levels  were  determined  to  present  a  substantial  threat  to 
human  health  and  the  environment. 

The  property  owner  operated  Co-Keels,  a 
backyard  boat  keel,  fishing  sinker  and  scuba-diving 
weight  manufacturing  operation  from  the  1960's  to  the 
1980's.  According  to  a  newspaper  article  dated  June  13, 
1982,  Co-Keels  manufactured  the  keels  of  two  challengers 
for  the  America's  Cup:  Defender  and  Spirit  of  America. 

From  April  27  to  June  5,  the  EPA  accomplished 
the  following  cleanup  activities  at  the  site: 

•  Removed  438.2  tons  of  lead-contaminated  soil 
from  the  two  properites  (most  of  the  contaminated  soil 
was  located  on  the  #56  Ocean  Drive  property).  The 
contaminated  soil  was  transported  by  truck  to  Mill 
Service,  Inc.  in  Yukon,  PA  for  treatment  before  it  will  be 
disposed  of  in  a  landfill. 

•  Backfilled,  graded  and  restored  the  properties 
to  preconstruction  condition. 

EPA  monitored  the  air  continuously  and  collected 
samples  on  a  daily  basis  during  the  cleanup  to  ensure  that 
dust  particles  did  not  contain  unsafe  levels  of  lead  from 
the  soils.  The  EPA  determined  that  the  property  owner 
was  financially  incapable  of  paying  for  the  entire  cleanup. 
However,  the  property  owner  contributed  critical  in-kind 
resources  and  services  to  the  EPA,  such  as  electricty, 
water,  phone  and  fax  service,  fuel  for  the  equipment,  a 
storage  trailer,  a  uniloader,  a  forklift,  backfill,  sand, 
crushed  stone,  topsoil  for  restoration,  and  disposal  of  non- 
contaminated  materials. 

Additionally,  the  property  owner  is  completing 
the  restoration  of  his  property  which  includes  the 
installation  of  a  paved  driveway  and  the  replacement  of 
the  lawn.

Ah,  the  busy  urban  woman  —  all  she  needs  is  a  rugged 
manly  man  to  set  her  straight.  So  we  were  told  by  The  Horse 
Whisperer,  and  so  we  are  told  again  by  Six  Days,  Seven  Nights, 
the  latest  bland  throwback  pretending  it  isn  t  one.  Here,  the 
overworked  woman  is  Anne  Heche,  who  gives  the  movie  a  lot 
more  wit  and  spark  than  it  deserves,  and  is  rewarded  by  being 
ut  through  the  standard  simplify-your-life  drill.  You  know, 
ots  of  women  work  at  magazines  and  supervise  photo  shoots. 
They  can't  all  be  yearning  for  the  Marlboro  Man  to  Calgon  them 
away  from  their  lives. 

As  the  movieopens,  Heche's  Robin  Monroe  (half  sidekick, 
half  blonde  bombsnell?)  is  involved  with  an  unabashedly 
romantic  guy  who  has  the  misfortune  to  be  played  by  David 
Schwimmer.  They  fly  to  a  vacation  paradise,  courtesy  of  gruff 
pilot  Quinn  Harris  (Harrison  Ford),  and  as  soon  as  Robin  meets 
Quinn  you  know  it's  all  over  for  Schwimmer;  he  might  as  well 
just  go  home  and  sit  out  the  rest  of  the  movie.  Which  he 
practically  does,  anyway.  A  business  emergency  forces  Robin 
to  fly  over  to  Tahiti  in  the  middle  of  her  vacation,  she  pays 
Quinn  $700  to  get  her  there,  and  a  storm  knocks  the  plane  down 
onto  some  remote  island  en  route. 

The  fact  that  I  was  so  conscious  of  the  script's  mechanics 
— how  conveniently  it  sets  up  the  romance  between  Robin  and 
Quinn  —  told  me  it  wasn't  working.  Six  Days,  Seven  Nights  is 
reasonably  painless  for  a  while,  because  Heche  and  Ford  have 
an  off-center  rapport;  she  gets  Ford  to  loosen  up,  and  I  chuckled 
at  him  a  few  times.  Still,  all  I  responded  to  was  the  actors  having 
fun  on  the  set.  I  never  bought  the  growing  love  between  the 
two,  because  they're  essentially  pale  copies  of  Bogart  and

Katharine  Hepburn  in  one  of  the 
main  templates  for  this  sort  of 
opposites-attract  comedy,  The 
African  Queen.  Ford,  if  anything,  is  a 
'ittle  too  hearty  here.  When  he  talks 
about  a  lost  love,  his  words  have  no 
weight.  And  he  overplays  his  drunk 
scene  (which  he  didn't  do  in  Raiders 
of  the  Lost  Ark,  where  he  seemed  to 
have  more  depth  and  experience  at 
38  than  he  does  here  at  55). 

About  halfway  through,  the 
movie  goes  to  Hollywood  hell. 
Directorlvan  Reitman  (Ghostbusters) 
and  rookie  screenwriter  Michael 
Browning  come  up  with  a  band  of  pirates,  with  such  great 
iconic  character  actors  as  Temuera  Morrison  (a  long  way  from 
Once  Were  Warriors)  and  Danny  Trujo  among  the  villains  trying 
to  kill  Quinn  and  Robin.  The  pirates  add  nothing  to  the  plot; 
they're  there  to  keep  it  going,  but  they  just  bring  it  to  a  nalt. 
Meanwhile,  Schwimmer  sits  around  at  the  vacation  paradise 
and  somehow  catches  the  eye  of  Quinn's  ripe  young  girlfriend 
(the  cheerfully  one-note  Jacqueline  Obradors) — a  surpassingly 
synthetic  plot  device  meant  to  grease  the  wheels  for  guilt-free 
infidelity  all  around. 

Ivan  Reitman  has  never  been  an  artist,  but  at  least  when 
he  first  came  to  Hollywood  his  comedies  had  a  scruffy  charm; 
movies  like  Meajbalts,  Stripes  and  Ghostbusters  now  seem  in 
retrospect  to  owe  much  of  their  appeal  to  Bill  Murray.  Reitman 
now  makes  Hollywood  entertainment  that  is  perfectly 
handsome  (cmematographer  Michael  Chapman  does  some 
fine,  burnished  work  here)  and  perfectly  banal  (Randy 
Edelman's  score  is  likeaglazeof  generic-comedy  music  poured 
over  everything). 

The  question  of  whether  audiences  will  accept  Anne 
Heche  as  a  netero  partner  for  Harrison  Ford  turns  out  to  be 
irrelevant  (and  of  course  you  know  that  if  the  movie  flops,  the 
entertainment  press  will  say  it's  because  of  her,  and  if  it 
succeeds,  it'll  be  despite  her).  The  question  is  really  whether 
audiences  will  accept  this  sameold  plastic  stuff  again.  I'd  guess 
they  won't.  I  hope  not,  anyway.
